MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 


IMPORTANT MEETING OF THE 
COUNCIL TODAY. 


Matters of Interest Which Will 
Probably Be Considered—A Pos- 
sibility of a Bundle of Vetoes-t 
The Reports of the Finance 
Committee and City Engineer, 


The meeting of the City Council today 
promises to be of moré than ordinary 
interest. Among other things that 
will come up is the @raft of the con- 
tract drawn up by City Attorney Me- 
Farland with the City Bank, for the 
custody of the city funde, as published 
in Tue Times yesterday morning. The 
contract has been carefally drawn, and 
it is believed that every-point has been 
covered and the city’s interests closely 
guarded, and if no flawg are found in 
the document it will probably be ap- 
proved and the funds transferred. to 
that bank as soon as the bond is filed, 
it being generelly understood that 
Treasurer Johnson will make no con- 
test. 

Another matter that is likely to 
cause a breeze, is the action of the 
Mayor on certain bills or demandsthat 
have been referred to him for ap- 
proval, and which have been hun 
up.“ His Honor publicly announced 
some days ago that hereafter no more 
bills would be approved that were not 
incurred in accordance with law, to 
wit: by ordinance and contract, and 
so instructed the executive heads of 
the various departments, and it is 
more than probable that, in accord- 
ance with that declaration, a big 


bundle of vetoes wilt come piling in on 


the city fathers this morning. 3 

The retrenchment ordinance will 
hardly be transmitted to the Council 
today. Since it has been in the Mayor’s 
hands he has been giving it a great 
dealof attention, and has gone over 
every item carefully, getting all the in- 
formation he could in regard to it. It 
is well known that there are many 
things in the ordinance that do not 
meet with the approval of the Mayor, 
but from the fact that it was passed by 
a practically unanimous vote, it is not 


believed that, His Honor feels justified ; 


in withholding his signature. He has, 
however, 10 days from the date on 
which he received the document to 
think it over, and as the time does not 
expire until the endof the present 
week, it is believed that be will avail 
himself of the privilege, and take 
plenty of time to think the whole mat- 
ter over. * 


|THE FINANCE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


The Finance Committee of the City 
Council met Saturday, and will report

__ENGINEER’S REPORT. 

The City Engineer will report as 
follows to the Council today:

MIDNIGHT MYSTERY. 


Queer Case of Vitriol Throwing on 
First Street. 

The police are considerably exercised 
over what looks very much like a mys- 
teriods case of attempted vitriolism. 
Yesterday, morning, shortly after 12 
o’clock, Sergt. Morton, who was on 
Main street, near the Mott Market, 
beard a woman scream, the sound ap- 
parently coming from First street, be- 
tween Main and Spring. He started 
onarun for the place, found a crowd 
of fifteen or twenty men standing 
around a man lying on the sidewalk, 
with a woman stooping over him. The 
woman was greatly excited, the first 
words the officer heard being, My 
God, what have 1 done! Somebody 
please wipe off his face, or let me have 
a bandkerchief.“ The woman was a 
medium-sized brunette, dressed in a 
dark costume, with a dark 
hat and a plume, and 
had apparently been crying. 
man -was also well-dressed, and was 
lying on the sidewalk, but did not ap- 
— to be hurt. Officers Bevan and 

owle were in the crowd when Sergt. 

Morton came up, having also 
been attracted by the woman’s screams. 
Sergt. Morton asked the man what 
was the matter, when he replied: 
Nothing, only some one has knocked 
me down.“ About this time some one 
in the crowd said that Long John“ 
had knocked the man down, and a 
search was made for the individual in 
question, but he could not be found. 
In the mean time the man who had 
been lying on ‘the sidewalk had been 
got on his feet, and started off, while a 
man named Bob,“ who works ina 
gas-fitting establishment, stepped for- 
‘ward and took charge of the woman, 
taking her toward Main street. The 
woman had been dancing about like 
she was standing on a hot iron, and as 
she moved off Sergt. Morton fol- 
lowed her and her escort. They turned 
north on Main street, and just as they 
passed the first stairway the woman 
stepped inside, remarking: I am burn- 
ing up,” at the same time pulling 
off her shoes and stockings, which she 
handed to the man. She then walked 
on toward the restaurant, near Court 
street, where they jumped intoa hack 
and wers rapidly driven off. The offi- 
cers then returned to the piace where 
the first trouble occurred, but in their 
absence the man who had been knocked 
down had also been got out of the way 
and Fowle made an investigation of 
the place where the assault was made, 
and came to the conclusion that an at- 
tempt had been made to vitriolize the 
man who was found lying on the side- 
walk by the woman who was stoopin 
over him when the officers first arriv 
on the scene. A large spot was found 
on the sidewalk, which Officer Fowle 
wiped up with his handkerchief, which 
was burned full of holes, and several 
bystanders also touched the spot with 
their fingers, which caused a burning 
sensation, In addition to this, the 
woman’s evident distress and suffering 
is proof positive that vitriol, or some 
other acid was used, as she could not 
stand still, and finally exclaimed that 
she was burning up. 
The theory of the officers is that the 
woman, having some grudge against 
the man, started out with the inten- 
tion of vitriolizing him. She evidently 
met him at or near the Elite saloon on 
First street, where there were some 
words, when the man was either 
knocked down by the woman’s male 
companion;or he was struck by the 
woman with the vitriol bottle, which 
knocked him down, but did not break 
until it struck the cement sidewalk, 
when it was shattered and splashed on 
the woman’s feet. This view of the 
casé is strengthened from the fact that 
the woman was compelled to remove 
her shoes and stockings, and from the 
further fact that the man’s face was 
not disfigured. 

None of the parties to the singular 
occurrence, with one exception, are 
known to the police, but they are on 
the track of the perpetrators of the 
outrage, and it is more than probable 
that they will be caught up with today 
or tomorrow, when they will be re- 
quired to clear themselves, as, if it is 
possible, complaints will be sworn out 
against them. Had: there been any 
suspicion of the real state of affairs at 
the time the whole outfit would have 
been taken to the police station, but as 
itis the arrests will yet be made, if 
the parties remain in the city.

AT THREE MEETINGS. 


HENRY GEORGE DOES A FULL 
DAY'S WORK 


In Behalf of His Single-tax Theories 
—Addresses to the Typographical 
Union, the Nationalists and an 

Audience at Ilinois Hall.

__At2o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
members of Los Angeles Typograph- 
ical. Union, No. 174, assembled at 
G. A. R. Hall, North Main street, to 
trausact the regular mouthly business 
of the organization. 
larger attendance than usual, as the 
compositors had been notified that 
Henry George, the noted single-tax 
‘advocate, who is delivering a series of 
lectures in this city, would address the 
meeting. 


Shortly after President Kirk’s 

hadrapped the assembled typos to order 
Mr. George was ushered in by a delega- 
tion headed by Mr. Cuiver of the Ex- 
press, who, in a warm and enthusiastic 
little speech, introduced the speaker, 
who then began bis discourse, 
Mr. George started in by telling the 
printers that he still treasures in his 
memory the experience of his younger 
days, when he worked a‘ the cause, and 
felt that he was among old friends 
when in their company. Though he 
had long ago abandoned typography as 
a vocation; yet he takes great 
interest in the development and 
progress of the art. He was 
proud to say that the condition of 
the American printers of today, taken 
as a whole, is better than for many 
years, and to the strengthening and 
ennobling influences of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union belongs 
the credit. e had looked into the 
condition of compositors in England, 
while on his recent lecturing tour in 
that country, and found that a stateor 
comparative prosperity exists among 
them, whichis also due, in a great 
measure, to a systematic and thorough 
organization of the employés. 

Referring to the mechanical inven- 
tions, he took up the subject of the 
type-setting machine, which has lately 
caused some alarm inside the typo- 

aphic ranks. Until recently he 

ad considered the success of this 
machine a little beyond the reach of 
inventive skill, but now he thinks the 
time close at hand when a large por- 
tion of the printers in large cities will 
be supplanted by it. He witnessed 
the performance of the machine on 
which the Forum magazine is printed, 
and also the lynotype machines, em- 
pleyed in composing the news matter 
of the New York Tribune, but a su- 
perior machine bas now been brought 
near perfection, a number of which 
are soon to be placed in the office of 
the New York Sun. He saw in the 
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success of these inyentions, as 
well as all other labor-sav- 
ing machines, a great saving 


ot money to the proprietors of them, 
but their effect upon the working man 
in to lessen the opportunities of em- 
ployment and decrease the incentive 
which develops skill in any trade. The 
workmen of today are gradually ap- 
proaching the status of mere feeders 
of machines, and are not. sharing the 
rotits which accrue from invention, 
ause machinery is monopolized and 
used as a competitor against them. He 
did not, however, argue against the 
productions of inventive skill, but 
thought the operators of machinory 
should share more in its benefits. The 
ay to raise wages in any trade or pro- 
fon is to begin at the bottom and 
improve the condition of the common 
or unskilled labor of the country. 
When common labor is well paid, all 
labor is well paid. . 
fter discussing the labor question 
very thoroughly, and striking several 
blows at the protective tariff, which, 
he says, is not entitled to any q@edit 
for the prosperity of the country, as it 
limits and restricts our access to for- 
eign markets, he referred to his land 
theory, and claimed that in it is to be 
found the complete remedy for the 
dangers that confrunt the people. All 
sustenance comes from land. The 
curse of the worker is the payment of 
rents to holders of land, the value of 
which increases by improvements made 
around it by others. He believed in 
taking all tax off industry and putting 
it on land alone. This tax should go 
to support the Government, and should 
be the only source of revenue. Then 
the holders of tracts of from one thou- 
sand to one hundred thousand acres of 
land, which is now lying idle, waiting 
for an increase in its value, would tire 
of paying taxes on it, and the conse- 
quence would be that it would be put 
in cultivation, thus furnishing homes 
and employment for the idle millions 
of our country. * 
After thanking the printers for the 
honor they had conferred upon him, 
and their kindness and attention to 
his remarks, Mr. George concluded his 
talk, amid hearty applause. 

A motion was made by Mr. Codori of 
the Express to place the name of Henry 
George on the honorary list of the 
union, which was carried, after which 
the lecturer agein took the floor and 
notified the body of his appreciation of 
the honor, expressing g wishes for 
the long life and successful career of 
the union and its members. 

Mr. George was, at the suggestion of 
Secretary G. H. Kunz, accorded a ris- 
ing vote of thanks for his address to 
the typos, and, after grasping the hand 
of all present in friendship, he took his 
departure from the hall. 


Before the Nationalists. 
The Nationalists had a well-attended 


Temperance Temple, on Fort street, 
which was entertained by a brief ad- 
dress from Henry George, and an ad- 
dress upon Ballot Reform,“ by Abbot 
Kmney. 

Mr. George came to the meéting with 
a committee from the Typographical 
Union, and was invited to the platform. 
He said only a few words, stating 
that he merely wished to pay his re- 
spects to the club and not to take up 
its time. 

“The great thing you say that. is 
needed for social reform,“ he re- 
marked, eis the abolition of competi- 
tion. I do not believe that. We all 
have a contempt for those who are all 
things to all men, and I am sure you 
that you will not grudge me the right 
to my opinion. et, we have some- 
thing in common. We both realize 
that the present system is not 
the one which ought to exist. I see by 
your banner that you believe that 
above and beyond charity even, stands 
justice; that the supreme thing is to 
establish justice. Upon that platform 
we stand hand in band. As to the 
methods, either you are right or we 
are right. Wecan’t both beright. I 


believe that there is a natural order of 


things, apd that we can only produce 
the best results by conformity to nat- 
ural laws. I would only make one 
suggestion in this connection, and that 
is to call your. attention to Davy 
Crockett’s old maxim, First be sure 
you are right aud then go ahead.“ 

Mr. George's remarks were greeted 
with some applause, but he had evi- 
dently touched upon the beliefs of the

meeting yesterday afternoon at the 
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Nationalists in a way that could not 
make them very enthusiastic. After 
the address he left the room, and the 
regular exercises were proceeded with. 
Abbot Kinney spoke of Ballot Re- 
form“ in a keen and powerful address. 
In it he called attention to the fact 
that history is strewn with the wrecks 
of social “organisms, and that the 
causes of failure are attributable to 
some fundamental errorsin the sys- 
tems. He alluded to the methods of 
choosing officers in our Government, 
and at some length spoke of the abuses | 
which have crept into the politics of 
this country, summing it up by the 
well-known aphorism that now the 
man seeks the office and not the office 
the man, as it should be. Having 
fally set forth the nature of the cor- | 
ruption which exists in the government 
ot the country through the corruption 
in the methods. of choosing ita 
public servants, Mr. Kinney went 
on give the remedy, which 
he claimed exists in the Australian 
ballot system, now coming so rapidly 
to the front in various civilized gov- 
ernmenis throughout the world, and in 
17 States in this country. He described 
the system very thoroughly, and was 
warmly greeted by the audience 
throughout his interesting address. 
After his address, there was a reci- 
tation by Theodore Strode, entitled 
‘*‘Why I Am a Nationalist,“ and short 
addresses by Messrs. Webster, Owens 
and Wilshire. The meeting then voted 
in favor of the Australian ballot sys- 
tem and adjourned.

Henry George entertained a large 
audience again last night at Illinois. 

Hall and did not deliver a set address. 

He spent the greater part of his time 

in answering questions propounded to 

him, both in writing and orally, from 

the’ audience. When introduced by 
tresident Hoyt, the latter said that 
while the Nationalists and single-tax 
men seem to be traveling in different 
directions, they are still pointing 
toward industtial emancipation. He 
stated that Mr. George, after a short 
address, would auswer any questions 
— members ot the audience might 
ASK. 

The lecturer, in opening the even- 
ing's discussion, made a few prelimin- 
ary remarks which did not touch upon 
his doctriues or theorfes. He said that 
he would like to make an announce- 
ment; that there has lately been 
formed in Los Angelesa single-tax 
club, and wanted to kuow where they 
met. 

A voice: In Lllinois Hall, Thurs- 

r. George: I understand that the 
purpose is to get together the single- 
tax men and women of this city, and I 
trust the meetings may be largely at- 
tended. 

»I am here tonight,” he continued, 
„for the purpose of more fully explain- 
ing the principles I advocate tuan I 
could in an address. I think the best 
use I can make of my time ig to answer 
questions, because when people begin

The all-important 

thing in political economy is to define 
your terms, and today, in the common 

use of the word capital, we say a man 
is a capitalist, meaning he isa rich 

man. But thatis not the true mean- 

ing. Real capital must be produced 

by labor. But there was land before 

there wus capital. True capital is 

wealth used in the production of more 

wealth. Wealth consists of the pro- 

duct of land and labor. Land is not 

wealth, nor is labor. But wealth con- 

sists in the union of the two.

_ Adalterated Milk Again. 

Los ANGELES, Feb. 2.—(To the Ed- 
itor of THe Times.] I notice in your 
Saturday’s paper a letter, signed W. 
H. F.,“ in regard to watered milk. 
From the tone of the letter, I shoula 
say Mr. F.“ was in the restaurant or 
botel business, and, it he does not get 
pure milk, itis his own fault. I have 
solicited the restaurant trade, and in 
almost every case, the buyer sets his 
own price, and says be must buy at 
that price. He don’t seem to care 
about quality, so long as he buys cheap, 
, the result is he gets a cheap ar- 
ticle. 

If Mr. F.“ will pay a good price, he 
can get pure milk—it is in the market, 
but cannot be had at the price of the 
adulterated article. I think a milk in- 
spector can be appointed under the 
new charter, and all good citizens 
should urge the appointment. 

The city of Minneapolis had an in- 
spector appointed in 1888, when the 
adulteration of milk was 25 per cent., 
and in 1889 it was reduced to 74 per 
cent. The saving to the people was 
many times the expense of the in- 
spector.

Secretary Curran of the police depart- 
ment has completed his report for the 
past month.

WASHINGTON AND THE 


FEAR. | 
Washington has by no means given 
up its efforts to secure the location of 
the World's Fair in that city. On the 
contrary, it appeats just now to be 
running about even with Chicago, 
while New York is dropping to the 
rear. 
Among the arguments which are 
used in behalf of Washington are, that 
it is the city of the Nation and of all 


equal interest and pride. Further, 
thatit is as much the city of New 
York, Chicago and St. Louis as of the 
District of Columbia, and in some re- 
spects more so, for the people of those 
three and all other cities have a vote 


| in regard to the government of the Dis-

prived of the privilege of suffrage. 
It is, therefore, the most representa- 
tive American city, and is governed by 
the peuple of the whole country through 
their Senators and Representatives in 
Congress. 
It is also claimed that, as Washing- 
ton is absolutely neutral ground com- 
mercially, being neither a manufactur- 
ing nor commercial city, other indus- 
trial cities will derive the trade bene- 
fits of the exposition, if it is held at 
Washington. The Capital 
claimed tohave an exposition nucleus 
or plant to commence with, which has 
already cost over $50,000,000, including 
the National Museum, Smithsonian, 
Washington Monument, the Capitol 
buildings, the Patent—Offiee—and-the 
various department buildings, with 
their relics, treasures of art and prac- 
tical working of the Government, which 
are all practically an exhibit anda 
constant source of attraction to 
visitors. It is claimed to be bet- 
ter for the exposition to go to 
the Government, than for the Govern- 
ment to go to an outside exhibition, 
with its relics and exbibits, as has fre- 
quently been done. On this account 
the difference in expense between hold- 
ing the exposition in Washington and 
New York, Chicago or St. Louis, is 
to be so great that 815.000. - 
at the National Capital would go 
as far as $30,000,000 at either of the 
other cities. This is probably a some- 
what exaggerated estimate. Finally, 
Washington is said to be far ahead of 
its rival cities in accessible sites for 
the exposition. 
There is considerable force in re 
of these claims, yet we must stick to 
our opinion that Chicago is the most 
fitting site for a thoroughly modern 
American exposition. Failing Chicago, 
we might be inclined to favor Wash- 
ington. 


THE SUPPRESSION OF GAMBLING. 


Chicago is, and has been for some 
time, struggling with the same gam- 
bling evil which has for so long wor- 
ried Los. Angeles. The Cook county 
Grand Jury, now in session, is said to 
be. about to return twenty-five or thirty 
indictments against gambling-house 
proprietors. The Inter Ocean declares 
that the city fairly teems with wide- 
open gambling-houses, and that evi- 
dence to justify the indictment of two 
or three dozen parties could be gath- 
ered without balf trying. When it 
comes to prosecution and conviction, 
however, the difficulty commences, as 
it often has in Los Angeles. They 
have a citizens’ association for the pur- 
pose of suppressing gambling in Chi- 
cago, aud for some reason the District 
Attorney’s office does not codperate 
with that association, as it might be 
expected to do. 

But, as the Inter Ocean says, grand 
juries, under the most vigorous prose- 
cution, can do but little for the sup- 
pression of this evil, as compared with 
what the police can do, if in earnest. 
For a time, Chicago had rest from 
gambling, when the Superintendent of 
Police said it should go, and made the 
gamblers understand that be meant it. 
In Los Angeles, as in Chicago, the 
police department can effectually sup- 
press gambling if it desires to. The 
trouble hitherto has been that the de- 
sire has been lacking. Fortunately, 
Awe now have a police department, 
which has shown that it possesses the 
will as well as the power to suppress 
gambling. 


THAT CRUSADE AGAINST SUN- 
PAPERS, 


The Minneapolis papers show that 
the ministers of that city have gone 
further than was intimated by tele- 
graph in their warfare against the 
Sunday' paper. They have entered 
into a written agreement, of which the 
following is a sample paragraph: 

We pledge ourselves to witnnold all 
2 from the Sunday newspapers, 

th in the matter of subscription and ad- 
vertisement, and to persuade our people, in 
80 far as possible, to take the same posi- 
tion. We do this believing that the 


Sunday newspaper is the head and front of 
all offending. 


According to an account given in 
one of the papers, a certain Sunday 
evening was set apart for the begin- 
ning of hostilities. Each minister 
signing the agreement delivered a short 
address against the arch desecrator of 
Sabbaths and emptier of churches 
before his own congregation, and was 
then driven rapidly to the nearest 
church which had engaged in the cru- 
sade, there to repeat his arraignment, 
and then again be driven to another 
church and.still another. keeping up 
the cannonading as long as the even- 
ing lasted. To secure the prompt and 
complete carrying out of this pro- 
gramme, a number of carriages were 
engaged to transport the artillery from 
church to church. The ministers have, 
in astatesmanlike way, taken up one 
reform atatime, and postponed their 
boycott of Sunday transportation until 
that against Sunday publication has 
been ended.

A SERMON AT QUEENSTOWN ON 


WHAT IS IN A NAME?” 


Brooklyn 
Preacher in the Old World—The 
Masic of the Two Syllables in 
the Word Jesus.“ 


Rev. T. De Witt Talmage was an- 
nounced to preach at Queenstown on 
Sunday, January 26th, while the 
Aurania® was waiting in the harbor, 


A name that is above every name. — 
Phillipians, ii., 9. 
On my way from the Holy Land, 


and while I wait for the steamer to re- 


* 


sume her voyage to America, I preach 
to you from this text, which was one 
of Paul’s rapturous and enthusiastic de- 
scriptions of the name of Jesus. By 
common proverb we have come to 
believe that there is nothing ina name, 
and so parents sometimes present their 
children for baptism regardless of the. 
title given them, and not thinking that 
that particular title will be either a 
hindrance or a help. Strange mis- 
take. You have no right to give to 
your child a name that is lack- 
ing either in euphony or in moral 
meaning. It is a sin for you tocall 
our child Jehoiakim or7 Tiglath- 
leser. Because you yourself may 
have au exasperating name is no rea- 
son why you should give itto those who 
come after you. But how often we have 
seen some name, filled with jargon, 
rattling down from generation to gen- 
eration, simply because some one a 
long while ago happened to. be afflicted 
with it. Institutions and enterprises 
have sometimes without sufficient de- 
liberation taken their nomenclature, 
Mighty destinies have been decided by 
the significance of a name. There are 
men who all their life long toil and 
tussle to get over the influence of some 
unfortunate name. While we may, 
threugh right behavior and Christian 
demeanor, outlive the fact that we 
were baptized by the name of a despot, 
or an infidel, or a cheat, how much 
better it would have beep if we all 
could have started life without any 
such incumbrance. When I find the 
apostle, in my text and in other parts 
of his writing, breaking out in ascrip- 
tions or admiration in ‘regard to the 
name of Jesus, I want to inquire what 


ure some of the characteristics of that 


appellation. And O that the Savoir 
himself, while I speak, might fill me 
with His own presence, for we never 
can tell to others that which we have 


not ourselves felt. 


First, this name of Jesus is an easy 
name. Sometimes we are introduced 
to people whose name is so long and 
unpronounceable that we have sharply 
to listen, and to hear the name given 
to us two or three times before we ven- 
ture to speak it. But within the first 
two years the little child clasps its 
hands and looks up and says Jesus.“ 
Can it be, amid all the families repre- 
sented here today, there is one house- 
hold where the little ones speak of 
**father,”’ and mother,“ and brother 


and “sister,” and not of the name 
which is above every name?“ Some- 


times we forget the titles of our very 
best friends, and we have to pause and 
think before we can recall the name. 
But can you imagine any freak of in- 


Tellect in which you could torget the 


Savior’s designation? That word 
Jesus“ seems to fit the tongue in 
every dialect. When the voice in old 
age gets feeble and tremulous and in- 
distinct, still this regal word has 
potent utterance. 
Jesus, I love thy charm 
»Tis music * ear 
Fain would 1 sound it out so loud 
That heaven and earth might hear. 
THE BEAUTIFUL NAME “JESUS$.”’ 


Still further, I remark, it is a beauti- 
ful name. Mou have noticed that it is 
possible to dissociate a name from the 
person who has the name. So there 
Are names that are to me repulsive— 

do not want to hear them at all— 
while those very names are attractive 
to you. Why the difference? It is be- 
cause I happen to know persons by 
those names who are cross, and sour, 
and snappish, and queer, while the 
persons you used to know by those 
names were pleasant and attractive. 
As we can not dissocifite a name from 
the person who holds the name, that 
consideration makes Christ's name 


80 unspeakably beautiful. No 
sooner is it pronounced in 
your presence than you tbink 


of Bethlehem, and Gethsemane, and 
Golgotha, and you see the loving face, 
and hear the tender voice, and feel the 
gentle touch. You see Jesus, the one 
who, though banqueting with heavenly 


_ heirarchs, came down to breakfast on 


the fish that rough men had just hauled 


out of Genessaret. Jesus, the one who, 


though the clouds are the dust of His 
feet, walked footsore on the road of 
Emmaus. Just as soon as that name 
js pronounced in your presence you 
think of how the shining One gave 
back the centurion’s daughter, and 


how He helped the blind man to the 


Sunlight, and how He made the crip- 


wreathe it on the wall. 


le’s crutches useless, and hew He 
ooked down into the babe’s laughing 
eyes, and, as the little one struggled to 
o to Him, flung out His arms around 
t and n a loving kiss on its 
brow, and said: “Of such is the king- 
dom of heaven.“ 

Beautiful name—Jesus! It stands 
for love, for patience, for kindness, for 
forbearance, for self-sacrifice, for 
maguauimity. It is aromatic with all 
odors and accordant with all har- 
monies. Sometimes [ see that name, 
and the letters seem to be made out of 
tears, and then again y look like 
gleaming crowns. Sometimes they 
seem to me as though twisted out of 
the straw on which He lay, and then as 


though built out of the thrones on 


which His people shall reign. Some- 
times I sound that word Jesus,“ and 
I hear coming through the two sylla- 
bles the sigh of Gethsemane and the 
groan of Calvary; and again I gound it 
and it is aripple with gladness and a 
ring with hosanna. Take all the 
glories of book bindery and put them 
uround the page where that name is 
printed. On Christmas morning 
Let it drip 
from the harp’s string and thunder ont 
in organ's diapason. Sound it often 
sound it well, until every star shal 
Seem to shine it, and every flower shall 


seem to breathe it, and mountain and 


sea, and day and night, and earth and 
heaven acclaim in full chant: ‘‘Blessed 
be IIis glorious name forever. The 
name that is above every name.” . 
Jesus, the name high over all, 
_ In heaven and earth and sky. 
A MIGHTY NAME, 

To-the repenting soul, to the ex- 
hausted invalid, to the Sunday-school 
girl,to the snow-white octogenarian, 
itis beautiful. The old man comes in 
from a long walk, and tremblingly 


“opens the door, and hangs his hat on

the old nail, and sets his cane in the 
usual corner, and lies down on a couch, 
and says to his children and grand- 
dears, 1 am: going to 


leave you.” They say: Why, where 
are you going, grandfather?” “I am

going to Jesus.“ And so the old man 
faints away into heaven. The little 


herself on your lap, and says: ‘*Mam- 
ma, I am so sick, I am sosick.” And 
you put her to bed, and the fever is 
worse and worse, until in some mid- 
night she looke up into your face and 
says: Mamma, kiss me good-by, I am 
going away from you.“ And you say: 
„My dear, where are you going to?” 
And she says: “I am going to Jesus.“ 
And the red cheek which you thought 
was the mark of the fever only turns 
out to be the carnation bloom of 
heaven! Oh, yes; it is a sweet name 
spoken by the lips of childhood, spoken 
by the old man. 

Still further: It is a mighty name. 
potent name in the 
commercial world, Cuvier in the scien- 
tific world, Irving a powerful nume in 
the litetary world, Washington an in- 
fluential name in the political world, 
Wellington a — name in the mili- 
tary world; but tell me any name in 
all the earth so potent to awe, and lift, 
and thrill, and rouse, and agitate, and 
bless, as this name of Jesus. That one 
word unhorsed Saul, and flung Newton 
on his face on ship’s deck, and today 
holds four bundred millions of the race 
with omnipotent spell. That name in 
England today means more than Vic- 
toria; in Germany means more than 
Emperor William; in France means 
more than Carnot; in Italy means 
more than Humbert of the present or 
Garibaldi of the past. I have seen aman 
bound hand and foot in sin, Satan his 
hard task master, in a bondage from 
which no human power could deliver 
him, and yet at the pronounciation of 
that one word he dashed down his 
chains and, marched out forever free. 
I have seen a man overwhelmed with 
disaster, the last hope. fled, the last 
light gone out; that name pronounced 


clouds scattered, and a sunburst of 
eternal gladness poured into his soul. 
I have seen a man hardened in infidel- 
ity, defiant of God, full of scoff and 
jeer, jocose of the judgment, reckless 
of an unending eternity, at the mere 
pronounciation of that name blanch, 
and cower, and quake, and pray, and 
sob, and groan, and believe, and re- 
joice. 

O it is a mighty name! At its utter- 
ance the last wail of sin will fall, the 
last temple of superstition crumble, 
the last juggernaut of cruelty crash to 
pieces. That name will first make all 
the earth tremble, and then it will 
make ail the ‘nations sing. It is to be 
the password at every gate of honor, 
the insignia on every flag, the battle 
shout in every conflict. All the mill- 
ions of the earth are to know it. The 
red horse of carnage seen in apocaly p- 
tic vision and the black horse of death 
are to fall back on their haunches, and 
the white horse of victory will go forth, 
mounted by Him who hath the moon 
under His teet, and the stars of heaven 
for His tiara. Other dominions seem 
to be giving out; this seems to be en- 
larging. Spain has bad to give up 
much of its dominion. Austria has been 
wonderfully depleted in power. France 
had to surrender. some of her favorite 
provinces, Most of the thrones of the 
world are being lowered, and most of 
the scepters of the world are being 
shortened; but every Bible printed, 
every tract distributed, every Sunday- 
school class taught, every school 
founded, every church established, is 
extending the power of Christ's name. 
That name has already been spoken 
under the Chinese wall, and in Sibe- 
rian snow castle, in Brazilian grove 
and in eastern pagoda. That name is 
to swallow up all other names. That 
crown is to cover up all other crowns. 
That empire is to absorb all other dom- 
inations.

Nice Mashed Potatoes.—The secret of 
good mashed potatoes lies in having all 
the ingredients hot when mixed to- 
gether.
